Helping women’s voices be heard 



Violence against 
women. Edmontonian 
is advocating for a 
new conversation

For Amber Niemeier, direc¬ 
tor of communications and 
advocacy at the YWCA of 
Edmonton, the recent high 
profile national and inter¬ 
national assault cases involv¬ 
ing Jian Ghomeshi, football 
player Ray Rice and Bill 
Cosby aren’t surprising — 
she and her colleagues are 
used to dealing with violence 
against women every day. 

But if shining a light on 
the issue makes people say 
“enough,” Niemeier said, 
then there’s hope for change. 
The YWCA and Niemeier 
hope their work in Edmon¬ 
ton will be at the forefront of 
that change in 2015. 

“A national discussion is 
exploding. It’s an indication 
that people are willing to en¬ 
gage on something that has 
been a closed-door issue,” 
said Niemeier. “It’s that will¬ 


ingness to change that’s dif¬ 
ferent now — we can offer 
people tools to make those 
changes, and advocate for 
women’s voices to be heard.” 

A life-long Edmontonian, 
34-year-old Niemeier has 
spent the last decade work¬ 
ing with fellow YWCA staff 
to offer services — counsel¬ 
ling, support groups, youth 
empowerment programs 
(the Y has been around for 
107 years) — and now a new 
focus on advocacy that Nie¬ 
meier describes as “dynamic, 
innovative and unafraid.” 
With the YWCA’s CEO 
Jacqueline Ford, Niemeier 
said she will work with the 
City and other groups to 
highlight issues that impact 
women in unique ways — 
poverty, lower wages, and 
access to child care, among 
them. 

Ford said the YWCA is 
well-positioned to be the 
cornerstone agency for 
women in this city. “We’ve 
done a great job reacting to 
what the community needs, 
and we plan to make sure 
women’s voices are at the 
table,” Ford said. 

Niemeier said the city 
has also stepped up to help, 
pointing to recent initiatives 


like the WAVE (Women’s 
Advocacy Voice of Edmon¬ 
ton) committee, that will ad¬ 
dress themes of engagement 
and leadership. Even the 


YWCA’s annual fundraiser, 
Walk a Mile in Her Shoes 
(which this year saw over 
250 men strut around Sir 
Winston Churchill Square 


in high heels, raising some 
$106,000 for YWCA violence 
prevention and recovery pro¬ 
grams) is a simple, symbolic 
way to engage the entire

community, Niemeier said. 

Those initiatives will be in 
the spotlight as our city con¬ 
tinues to grapple with the 
issue of domestic violence 
and women’s safety. 

Niemeier said 2015 will 
see the YWCA taking a close 
look at public policy and 
cultural behavior — and 
why our city isn’t as safe 
for women as it could and 
should be. 

“I’m tired of talking about 
it — it’s outrageous that with 
our city’s wealth, Edmonton 
is ranked as one of the least 
safe places for women in 
Canada. We teach women 
how to stay safe, but we 
also teach men how not to 
harm,” she said. “We need to 
work with everyone — men, 
women, boys and girls.”

Putting the pedal 
to the metal 

As executive director of 
the Edmonton Bicycle 
Commuters Society (EBC), 
Christopher Chan said he’s 
slowed, but not thrown off 
track in his efforts to make 
Edmonton a more bike- 
friendly city. 

“Is two streets in four 
years fast enough? Edmon¬ 
ton’s still new to the con¬ 
cept of bike commuting, so 
it’s a big step forward, but 
we’re falling behind other 
cities in North America,” 
said Chan, a 30-year-old 
Barrhead native who has 
made bikes his business at 
work and at city hall. 

With EBC, Chan offers 
how-to-ride and bike safety 
programs, and oversees 
two volunteer-run bike 
shops in the city. He said a 



planned 2015 municipal 
travel survey will show 
what he already knows — 
that more Edmontonians 
than ever are cycling, not 
just for recreation but as 
year-round commuters. 

“It’ll be an interest¬ 
ing year for cycling. Now 
that council has approved 
developing 102 Avenue and 
83rd Avenue, we want to 
make sure it’s done right,” 
he said. “People clearly 
want to bike, but need to 
feel safe.” 


Commercializing 

nanotechnology 


As a U of A grad student 
researching things like trans¬ 
parent conductive materials 
and nanoelectronics, Samira 
Farsinezhad, 34, knows her 
work doesn’t translate easily 
into the commercial industry 
in Edmonton — not yet, at 
least. 

“I came to Canada and 
Edmonton because of 
wonderful equipped labs 
like nanoFAB and NINT, but 
I know there are only a few 
small companies related to 
this field here,” said Fars¬ 
inezhad, who will soon finish 
her PhD in nanotechnology 
at the U of A’s electrical 
and computer engineering 
department. “The choice for 
me and my peers is either 
R & D in an industry job or re¬ 
main in academia. It’s a chal¬ 



lenging field that can have a 
huge effect in future industiy, 
but the city needs to offer 
better connections between 
university and industry.” 

While the tech industry 
overall continues to grow 
in Edmonton — the newly 
renamed Edmonton Digital 
Arts College is one example 
— Farsinezhad said she 
hopes more companies like 
Applied NanoTools, Norcada 
and Micralyne will emerge 
to keep grads in the city and 
country. 


Harnessing the 
Edmonton energy 

When occupational 
therapist Robin Mazumder 
moved to Edmonton in 
2012, he said he never 
thought it would feel like 
home. But two years later, 
the 29-year-old is immersed 
in civic happenings, from 
taking a place on the 
board of Make Something 
Edmonton to helping or¬ 
ganize the summer pop-up 
bike lanes and this month’s 
first-ever YEG snow fight. 

“This city is open and 
engaging — people are 
encouraged to get involved, 
and there’s support for 
vision and ideas,” said Ma¬ 
zumder, whose light-bright 
project with the Stanley A 
Milner Library introduced 
him to a slew of local 
“ideas” people. He said 



while 2015 will feature con¬ 
tinued conversations about 
bike lanes, transit and city 
infill, he hopes the dialogue 
will result in a united voice, 
rather than an “us against 
them” mentality. 

“I can’t expect every¬ 
thing to happen at once, 
but I see our potential,” 
he said. “There’s a surge 
of positive energy at city 
hall too — it’s exciting to 
imagine what can happen 
when we harness that 
energy.”

4 things to watch for in the new year 

Edmonton is building, building, building. Here are a few of the projects in the works. 


Transit 

With the Metro Line opening and Val¬ 
ley Line project agreement finalized 
this year, this will be one of the big¬ 
gest years for ETS LRT projects. 

The Metro Line LRT will allow 
NAIT students to connect with the 
rest of the LRT line and will also al¬ 
low sports fans heading to the Rogers 
Place arena an easy ride to the big 
game once it opens in early 2015. 

The transit app will be in full 
operation in 2015, a technology that 
will change how users navigate their 
way around the city thanks to real¬ 
time information.

Downtown life 

2015 will be an even bigger year for the 
downtown core as many of the buildings/sky¬ 
scrapers will start to take more substantial 
form than just steel frames. 

As demonstrated by the onslaught of of¬ 
fice and business towers announced in 2014, 
city officials expect an even greater demand 
seen in the retail and entertainment industry 
within the downtown core as people begin 
looking at downtown differently. The shift 
to downtown will also show how other 
retail and entertainment areas, such as West 
Edmonton Mall and Whyte Avenue will con¬ 
tinue to compete in retaining businesses. 

The impact on the social scene will also 
play a large role in the downtown feel as 
some city festivals will have to decide to 
shift their celebrations away from Churchill 
Square into other areas in preparation for 
the Valley Line LRT construction.

Cycling and active 
transportation 

Edmonton’s growing younger demo¬ 
graphic will continue to push for other 
modes of transportation beyond vehicles

Arena build 

Edmonton’s new downtown arena will 
still be nine months away from open¬ 
ing its doors by the time 2015 comes 
to an end, but it should look a lot more 
like an entertainment complex than it 
does today. 

The building won’t open until the 
fall of 2016, but the construction crews 
have said that the exterior of the build¬ 
ing should be complete this year. 

Beside the new arena, a new office 
tower for city staff will start to slowly 
rise from the street and the city’s new¬ 
est and soon to be tallest tower will 
also take shape as the Stantec building 
begins construction.

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City charter 

City councillors had a 
near constant refrain 
during the latest budget 
debate, and whether it 
was in social services, 
policing or infrastruc¬ 
ture they were unani¬ 
mous: the province isn’t 
doing enough to help. 

Premier Jim Pren¬ 
tice met with Calgary 
Mayor Naheed Nenshi 
and Edmonton Mayor 
Don Iveson within days 
of winning his party’s 
leadership and has 
tasked Minister Diana 
McQueen with negotiat¬ 
ing a city charter. 

The charter is suppos¬ 
ed to reflect the emer¬ 
ging importance of the 
big cities and potentially 
give them the funds to 
deal with all of those 
issues. The Redford gov¬ 
ernment also promised 
such a deal, but the talks 
never amounted to more 
than chatter. 

Prentice has set a 
timeline for those talks 
and they’re expected to 
offer up an agreement 
by 2016, but with the 
province having a lot 
less money to spend 
next year it may be 
much less willing to 
share.

What’s lies ahead in Alberta politics 


Plummeting oil prices are expected to stay low and wreak havoc on Alberta's budget, Minister Diana McQueen has been tasked with creating a city charter, and 

new riding boundaries mean Edmonton's MP races may be more competitive than usual. 


Federal vote 

Albertans will be going 
to polls this year to elect 
new MPs, and for the 
first time some races 
in Edmonton might be 
more competitive. 

Alberta has trad¬ 
itionally been a Toiy 
blue stronghold, but 
new riding boundaries, 
changing national senti¬ 
ment and some retire 
ments could change the 
landscape. 

With the province 
growing in size, there 
will be four new Alber¬ 
tans in the House of 
Commons come this fall. 
Those new riding lead to 
boundaiy adjustments 
across the city. Many of 
the city’s ridings over¬ 
lapped into suburban 
and rural areas before 
the redistribution, but 
now have only city 
residents inside. 

Two well known 
Conservative MPs, 

Laurie Hawn and Peter 
Goldring, are also retir¬ 
ing, which should make 
their ridings at least 
slightly more com¬ 
petitive. Nomination 
contests for the liberals 
and the NDP have been 
much more contested 
than usual.

Oil slide 


Premier Jim Prentice 
jokes that he gets up at 
night to check on the 
price of oil, but the issue 
will be no laughing mat¬ 
ter for Alberta’s budget 
in 2015. 

The plummeting 
prices are expected to 
stay low, which will 
pose big problems for a 
province that depends on 
resources revenues for 21 
per cent of the budget. 

Prentice has already 
said there will be belt¬ 
tightening, but hasn’t yet 
spelled out who will face 
the budget axe or how 
deep the cut will be. He 
has ruled out a sales tax, 
but hasn’t specifically 
said no to other tax hikes. 

Alberta initially based 
this year’s budget on the 
promise of oil selling at 
$94 a barrel, a prospect 
that now seems veiy 
unlikely. 

The oil price also 
creates political prob¬ 
lems for the “under new 
management” govern¬ 
ment. While Alberta 
is not scheduled for 
another election until 
spring of 2016, don’t be 
surprised if the premier 
decides to go to the polls 
early.

Society is fickle. 

It always has been, in a way, 
but we see it more today than 
ever before. 

It used to take hours for 
news to spread across the coun- 
tiy or around the globe, landing 
in your living room just in time 
for breakfast. Now, it spreads 
faster than a British Columbia 
wildfire during a drought. 

As a result, the conversa¬ 
tions we have often change just 
as fast. Outrage about govern¬ 
ment scandals blends into chat¬ 
ter about the best new meme 
blends into more outrage about 
whatever’s captured our short 


attention spans. We are like 
kittens working the production 
line in a glitter factoiy. 

The conversation we had 
about sexual assault this year 
broke the modern-day mold. 

Sparked largely by now de¬ 
throned CBC Radio icon Jian 
Ghomeshi accused of using 
power to parlay violence, Can¬ 
ada’s dialogue about what’s 
right and just plain wrong in 
the bedroom, workplace and 
eveiywhere else didn’t blend 
into anything else. 

It was, for months, at the 
forefront of intense political de¬ 
bates, casual coffeehouse con¬ 
versations and, perhaps most 
importantly these days, social 
media. 

Hashtags like #NoMore and 
#BeenRapedNeverReported 
started trending on Twitter as 
a steady line of women stepped 
forward to declare they had 
been raped, felt up or treated 
like a sex toy. 

Could it be that after dec¬ 
ades of hushed back-room 


whispers about body shapes 
and less-than-consensual 
one-night stands that we had 
turned a comer? 

Eveiyone hoped — and 
continues to hope — that’s the 
case. Given our past behaviour, 


however, it’s doubtful. 

Remember the throngs of 
Hollywood stars who stood 
front and centre during the 
HIV/AIDS movement? How 
about all those moustaches 
proudly sprouted for Movem- 


ber? Or the deaths of Michael 
Brown and Cpl. Nathan Cirillo? 

All were, at some point in 
the veiy recent past, issues 
pushed to the forefront of a 
communal march toward a bet¬ 
ter world. But, unfortunately, 


the fervor has died. 

When was the last time you 
saw someone wearing an AIDS 
ribbon? Canada raised 45 per 
cent less for Movember this 
year than in 2013. 

The #BlackLivesMatter 
hashtag, synonymous with 
Brown’s death at the hands 
of a Missouri police officer, is 
still being used, but it’s hardly 
trending. After being gunned 
down on Parliament Hill, Cir¬ 
illo is now being remembered 
as only one of many stories of 
2014. 

Our conversation about sex¬ 
ual assault risks the same fate 
unless it moves from talk to ac¬ 
tion in 2015. 

Promises by political com¬ 
mittees dedicated to the topic 
need to be fulfilled, promises 
of more support for victims 
need to become reality and 
victims need to continue com¬ 
ing forward with stories that 
turn enough stomachs to hold 
our attention spans — over and 
over again.

We saw a lot of big names [and in court this year, which means there will be a lot of courtroom drama to watch in 2015. 
These are some of the major criminal cases to keep an eye on, according to Canadian defence lawyer Daniel Brown. 



Sandro Lisi 

Former Toronto mayor Rob 
Ford’s friend and driver Alex¬ 
ander (Sandro) Lisi is expected 
to be go on trial for charges of 
extortion, as well as traffick¬ 
ing in marijuana, possession 
of the proceeds of crime, 
possession of marijuana and 
conspiracy to commit an 
indictable offence. 

lisi is accused of extorting 
Liban Siyad and Mohamed Siad in attempts to get the 
first Ford crack video. 

There is no guarantee the public will get a chance to 
see the crack video in the course of the Lisi trial because 
it is possible it won’t be used as evidence, Brown said. 
“The allegations of extortion over the video don’t 
necessarily require the Crown to prove even the video 
existed,” Brown said. 

Ford has been subpoenaed. “We can expect Rob Ford 
might come to court and testify, presuming he’s healthy 
enough to do so,” Brown said. 


James 
Fordllo 

James Forcillo 
is charged with 
second-degree 
murder and at¬ 
tempted murder 
in the July 2013 
Toronto street¬ 
car shooting death of Sammy Yatim. 

His trial will be a rare one — a police officer charged 
with murder. 

Yatim, 18, was allegedly holding a knife on an empty 
Dundas West streetcar when he was shot eight times. 
Cellphone video and surveillance video of the shooting 
have been seen by the public and spurred anti-police 
violence protests across the city. 

Forcillo was initially suspended from the police force 
without pay, but he returned to work in an administra¬ 
tive role last Februaiy.

Brown said. 

Bieber himself 
has not made 
a court appear¬ 
ance in the case, 
disappointing the 
Beliebers who have 

been on hand to catch a glimpse. 

“If his case goes to trial, we can expect him there,” 
said Brown.

Pipelines’ futures 
far from certain 


‘Social licence’ 

Builders must go 
beyond obtaining the 
necessary permits 


Once considered a rather ho- 
hum line of business, pipe¬ 
lines dominated much of the 
public discourse in 2014. 

In recent years, the debate 
has spread beyond the direct 
environmental impacts into 
broader issues around any¬ 
thing from global climate 
change to First Nations rights. 

Although proposed pro¬ 


jects from Alberta’s oilsands 
to the east, west and U.S. Gulf 
Coasts made some progress 
over the past year, their pros¬ 
pects remain far from certain. 

A near-halving in crude 
prices over the past six 
months has led to wide¬ 
spread belt-tightening in the 
oilpatch, calling into ques¬ 
tion future demand for new 
transport infrastructure. 

But that’s just one of the 
litany of challenges for pipe¬ 
line builders seeking “so¬ 
cial licence” to build their 
projects — measures that 
go beyond simply obtaining 
the necessary government 


permits. 

Enbridge, for example, 
has received federal approv¬ 
al for its Northern Gateway 
pipeline, providing condi¬ 
tions are met. But due to 
considerable opposition, it 
has been “re-engaging” with 
B.C. First Nations along the 
pipeline route. 

Many First Nations are 
concerned a potential spill 
would destroy the water 
or land on which they 
rely. Pipelines have also 
been at the centre of a lar¬ 
ger public debate about 
fighting climate change.

Crowdfunding 
gives big boost 
to tiny companies 

There was $1.3 million 
raised for high-fidelity 
wireless speakers and 
almost $1.2 million for 
specialty drones. 

In 2014, several tiny 
Canadian companies went 
from obscurity to making 
headlines on tech blogs 
around the world thanks 
to successful crowdfund¬ 
ing campaigns. 

“An older paradigm 
about crowdfunding was 
four guys in their garage 
who couldn’t find money 
any other way,” said 
Steve Tam, a marketing 
manager with Indiegogo 
Canada. 

“Now we’re seeing 
an increasing number of 
companies who are either 
already in market or have 
a veiy validated product 
and are using crowdfund¬ 
ing as a part of their 
marketing campaign, or 
their fundraising, or their 
access to international 
markets.” 

Mass Fidelity, headquar¬ 
tered just east of Toronto, 
turned to Indiegogo earlier 
this year. The company 
sought about $55,000 to 
help get its Core wire¬ 
less speaker system into 
production. 

To the Core team’s 
astonishment, the modest 
campaign raised more 
than 25 times what the 
company was originally 
seeking, eventually sur¬ 
passing $1.3 million. 

The second most suc¬ 
cessful crowdfunding cam¬ 
paign in Canada this year 
was for the PlexiDrone, 
targeted at photographers 
and videographers, which 
raised $1.17 million after 
setting a goal of about 
$115,000. THE CANADIAN PRESS 


Shaun Simpson has had a mi¬ 
graine headache for the past 
seven years. 

His medical problems 
started with surgery to re¬ 
move a piece of his skull 
that was pressing against 
his brain. The procedure left 
him with a spinal-fluid leak, 
which, in turn, fuels a near¬ 
constant headache. 

For years, Simpson took 
a dozen or more Tylenol 3 
pills a day, but they caused 
unpleasant side effects and 
weren’t completely effective. 

About two and a half 
years ago, he received a pre¬ 
scription for medical ma¬ 
rijuana, which he ordered 
from Health Canada. 

“I don’t feel like I’m 
drugged out or stoned from 
the Tylenol 3; I’m actually 
more active and social,” says 
Simpson, 34, who is a pho¬ 
tographer in the Maritimes. 
“It’s really changed my life 
as far as day-to-day routine 
goes.” 

Simpson is among tens of 
thousands of Canadians who 
have used medical marijuana 
legally since 2001, and, like 
many of those patients, he 
was forced earlier this year 
to adjust to a massive over¬ 
haul of the system. 

The federal government 
implemented new rules pro¬ 
hibiting patients from grow¬ 
ing their own pot and in¬ 
stead restricting production 
and sale to a new collection 


of licensed commercial oper¬ 
ations. 

But the system has been 
beset by complaints of low 
supply and high prices. Some 
producers have long waiting 
lists and are plagued by fre¬ 
quent sellouts, and approv¬ 
als for new operations to fill 
the gap have been slow. 

Simpson initially signed 
up for Toronto-based Met- 
trum, but he said the com¬ 
pany was often sold out of 
the strain he needed. He 
is now on the waiting list 
for OrganiGram, based in 
Moncton, N.B., and in the 
meantime he’s been using 
grey-marlcet marijuana dis¬ 
pensaries. 


Ottawa introduced the 
previous medical marijuana 
regime following a court de¬ 
cision in 2000 that ordered it 
to provide access to the drug. 

About 38,000 patients re¬ 
ceived authorizations under 
that system, most of whom 
either chose to grow at home 
or asked someone else to 
grow it for them. Several 
thousand bought directly 
from Health Canada, which 
sold a single strain for $5 a 
gram. 

The previous regime was 
repealed on March 31 of this 
year, leaving fledging com¬ 
mercial producers the only 
official option. However, a 
Federal Court judge issued an

injunction that has allowed 
many patients to continue 
growing their own until a 
trial examining the updated 
rules in the new year. 


There are currently 15 
companies licensed to pro¬ 
duce and sell medical mari¬ 
juana. Prospective suppliers 
must meet a list of strict con¬ 
ditions, including rigorous 
security requirements. 

Denis Arsenault, CEO of 
OrganiGram, says the regula¬ 
tions have mostly been work¬ 
ing well. 

“It’s been a very good ex¬ 
perience; when they come in 
to do their inspections, it’s 
very clear they want us to 
succeed,” says Arsenault. 

“Everybody is better off if 
a patient has access to their 
medicine, if there is a steady, 
regulated supply.”

For most of 2014, news stories 
reporting climate scientists’ 
findings about humanity’s on¬ 
going punishment of Earth’s 
atmosphere, as well as their 
increasingly dire predictions 
about the severity of the dam¬ 
age on weather patterns, bio¬ 
diversity and food supply that 
such punishment stands to in¬ 
flict, appeared with the usual 
frequency (regular but not 
overwhelming). 

These stories also appeared 
in the usual media venues, and 
the comments from the car¬ 
bon-counting eggheads bore 
the usual flavour of urgency 
(assertive but polite, with a 
soup^on of held-out hope). But 
at a certain point in the year’s 
latter months the conversation 
heated up. 

First, in September, came 
the annual report from the 
Global Carbon Project. Predict¬ 
ably depressing results: emis¬ 
sions reached record levels in 
2013, having increased by 2.3 
per cent in 2013. Canada and 
the U.S. remain two of the 
world’s worst per-capita emit¬ 
ters. (The money quote, cour¬ 
tesy of one of the eggheads 
who contributed to determin¬ 
ing the number, was strik¬ 
ingly unequivocal: “There is 
no more time. It needs to be all

hands on deck now.”) 

Then, in the year’s final 
weeks, another summit, this 
one in Lima, which itself was 
only a prelude to yet another 
summit next year in Paris, 
ended with the 190 partici¬ 
pating countries agreeing to 
a set of emission-reduction 
pledges that nearly eveiyone 
involved characterized as 
craven and watered down. 

Summation: Things got 
worse than ever in 2014. Of 
course, the problem with say¬ 
ing that any one year’s climate- 
change news is the worst yet is 
that it opens one up to charges 
of recency bias. The problem 
with recency-bias charge, how¬ 
ever, is that, because the causes 
of climate-change are cumula¬ 
tive, every successive year that 
doesn’t produce a concerted 
international counterattack is 
in fact and by definition the 
worst year in the histoiy of the 
problem. 

This issue will not go away 
in 2015. Right up to the mo¬ 
ment when we do what’s re¬ 
quired to make it better, it will 
only get worse. 



Cubans hoping future is brighter than past 


The restoration of diplomatic 
ties between Cuba and the 
United States unleashed ex¬ 
pectations of even more mo¬ 
mentous changes on an island 
that often seems frozen in a 
past of classic cars and crum¬ 
bling Art Deco buildings. 

Following the surprise an¬ 
nouncement, many Cubans 
expressed hope that it will 
mean greater access to jobs 
and the creature comforts 


taken for granted elsewhere, 
and lift a struggling socialist 
economy where staples like 
meat, cooking oil and toilet 
paper are often hard to come 
by. 

That yearning, however, 
was tempered with anxiety. 

Some fear a cultural 
onslaught, or that crime and 
drugs, both rare in Cuba, will 
become common along with 
visitors from the U.S. 


There is also concern that 
the country will become just 
another Caribbean destina¬ 
tion. 

That mix of optimism 
and concern was a com¬ 
mon refrain among Cubans 
trying to digest the 
implications of such a seismic 
shift between the two Cold 
War rivals after more than 
half a centuiy of bad blood.

We all make them. We all break them. 

Hence we call them resolutions and not 
promises. But like quitting smoking or hit¬ 
ting the gym, they have a higher success rate 
if you make a buddy pact. 

In the spirit of civic self-improvement, 
here are five goals for 2015 that I hope all Ed¬ 
montonians can get behind. 

1. Drop the City of Champions. The Globe 
and Mail reported this week that Edmonton 
was excising the tired slogan in “a sign of 
civic maturity.” If only it weren’t completely 
false. 

Given the slogan’s sports origins and our 
pro teams today, it’s hard to say it with a 
straight face. We can’t even claim the 
world’s largest baseball bat anymore. It’s also 
so unoriginal: Boston, Baltimore, Pittsburgh 
and Inglewood are cities of champions. 

Maybe we can start a club. Or accept that 
we are not a name-brand soda but a capital 
city that doesn’t need a jingle. And while 
we’re at it, can we replace that hideous town¬ 
ie sign? 

2 . Succumb to photo radar. Nobody likes 
speeding tickets. Nobody rejoices at the 
sight of a City of Edmonton envelope, glee¬ 
fully cuts a cheque and skips to the mailbox 
$70 poorer. 

But that doesn’t make it an injustice. 
There are signs literally posted in front of 
you indicating the speed limit, which you 
are free to exceed if you don’t mind risking

paying a toll — a toll that helps offset ever- 
rising property taxes. As my friend Duncan 
Kinney put it: “I love photo radar because it’s 
a tax I can avoid.” 

3. Spread some LRT love to ETS. We re 

finally getting serious about LRT. Awesome. 
But trains only travel so far and may never 
keep apace with urban sprawl. For all other 


transit, you need buses. Buses that are fre¬ 
quent and reliable — that don’t fill you with 
anxiety inside unheated bus shelters while 
you count for exact change and wonder, “Is 
the No. 23 late again or did I miss it?” 

Council just approved $1.8 billion for the 
Valley Line (the biggest city contract in Al¬ 
berta history), but administration couldn’t 


justify $40,000 departure boards for transit 
centres? Great LRT and great bus service are 
not mutually exclusive — they’re inter¬ 
dependent. 

4. Cool the downtown boosterism. After 
decades of neglect, downtown has its mojo 
back, so it’s tempting to celebrate every hole 
and crane. But Edmonton’s been here before. 
The 1960s and ’70s boom set in motion a pat¬ 
tern of unfriendly development that devas¬ 
tated small businesses, erased historic build¬ 
ings and put downtown in a decades-long 
sleeper hold. 

It’s awakened now, but given the rapid 
upswing of development and downswing of 
oil it should be a time of critical thinking. So 
when Enbridge announces it’s partly con¬ 
solidating its downtown offices into a new 
tower the reaction shouldn’t be “ Woo-hoo! ” 
(as it mostly was) but “How much excess of¬ 
fice vacancy can the downtown market han¬ 
dle?” 

5. Just say no... to Q Water. Foodies are 
familiar with this food tax, er, “special offer¬ 
ing” of water in many of Edmonton’s best 
restaurants. And the ways they convince you 
to pay for filtrated water is mesmerizing. 

I’ve seen Q Water sold as an environment¬ 
ally friendly alternative (as opposed to tap?) 
or as a chance to give some proceeds to a 
charity (you don’t have a choice). 

But what do you expect from a product 
that honest-to-goodness markets itself as “a 
new twist on a classic beverage.” Yes, I sup¬ 
pose water is a classic. Granted it’s $1, but Ed¬ 
monton’s water quality is spectacular — and 
it’s free.

Looking for a New Year’s resolu¬ 
tion? OK, probably not. But you 
may have spent 2014 participat¬ 
ing in one (or, let’s be honest, 
more) of these bad, or just sort- 
of-bad, behaviours.

Public Transit 

It’s time for a definitive ruling 
on public-transit behaviour — 
especially mid-winter, when 
we’re packed in more than 
usual.

With so many news stories un¬ 
folding in real time and being 
posted on social media, there’s 
a huge opportunity to do it 
wrong. Huge. 

Before posting your opin¬ 
ion — especially if you know 
less about that issue than other 
people in your social networks 
— take a beat, and ask yourself 
if you really have anything to 
contribute. 

If not, maybe do something 
else, something positive, with 


the instinct to weigh in. 

Of course, we’re all entitled 
to post whatever we want on 
our own pages, but good eti¬ 
quette involves always think¬ 
ing about how we’re creating 
and affecting other people’s 
experiences. 

Not adding something to an 
existing online cacophony is an 
easy, subtle way to be polite. 

Phone Etiquette 

In a movie theatre ... 

My personal choice for No. 1 
worst-ever phone-etiquette foul 
is using a phone, even just to 
look at it just for a second, in a 
movie theatre. 

Here’s the rule: It’s just fine 
to text, check Twitter, what¬ 


ever, during the previews, but 
that thing better be off — off- 
off — before the feature starts.

Don’t take a picture without 
first asking if it’s cool, and don’t 
post a picture of someone else 
on the Internet. That anyone 
would ever do this, without the 
other person’s permission, is 
evidence of how much Internet 
culture has permeated our hab¬ 
its when it comes to how we 
treat each other.

Here are five reasons to 
watch the 2015 IIHF world 
junior championship, starting 
Boxing Day and concluding 
with medal games on Jan. 5: 

5. Daring Denmark 

Denmark may not be the top 
team at the rink, but will be in¬ 
teresting to watch. The countiy 
has earned its way back into 
the world’s best junior tourna¬ 
ment after winning gold in the 
2014 IIHF U20 World Cham¬ 
pionship Division I Group. The 
daring Danes are serious about 
competing, and they used the 
World Junior A Challenge, 
held earlier this month in 
Kindersley, Sasic., as a world 
juniors warm-up. It’s a family 
affair for head coach Olaf 
Eller, whose son Mads plays 
forward for him, and won the 
2014 Memorial Cup with the 
Edmonton Oil Kings. 

4. NHL star power 

Many junior-age NHL players 
jump at the chance to wear 
their country’s colours on the

ice, and Canadian Anthony 
Duclair is no exception. The 
New York Rangers have 
released him so he can rejoin 
Team Canada at the world 
juniors. Players such as Jona¬ 
than Drouin of the Tampa Bay 
Lightning, Aaron Elcblad of the 
Florida Panthers and Nathan 
MacKinnon of the Colorado 
Avalanche are staying in the 
big leagues. 

3. Swedish vengeance 

Sweden is sick of silver. After 
losing to the U.S. in the 2013 
final and falling 3-2 in over¬ 
time to rivals Finland in last 
year’s championship game, 
nothing less than gold will do 


for the frustrated-with-second- 
place Swedes. Perhaps more 
so for forward Jacob de la Rose 
and defenceman Robert Hagg, 
who represented their countiy 
at both of those world junior 
disappointments.

2. Russian Wildcats 

Forward duo Ivan Barbashev 
and Vladimir Tkachev aren’t 
just teammates on their 
country’s national junior team, 


they’re also former teammates 
on the Moncton Wildcats of 
the Quebec Major Junior Hock¬ 
ey League. Yep, a couple of 
Russian kids have honed their 
skills together, in the middle 
of our Maritime provinces. 
Although Vladimir Tkachev 
was traded earlier this month 
to the Quebec Remparts, both 
like the QMJHL style of play 
and because of that experi¬ 
ence, will be comfortable on 
the North American-sized 
ice surfaces in Toronto and 
Montreal. These two QTeague 
imports intend to improve on 
Russia’s two straight bronze 
medals, and reclaim gold-med¬ 
al bragging rights. 


1. It’s at home! 

Hockey folks know that fans in 
the stands can become the all 
important “seventh player” on 
the ice for the home team, so 
Canada has a clear advantage 
this year, since the tournament 
is taking place in Montreal 
and Toronto.

For Canada, when it comes to 
winning gold at the IIHF world 
junior championship, it’s been 
feast or famine.

summit of brilliant minds and 
big names to cure what ails our 
game and restore the nation’s 
place in hockey greatness. 

This drought isn’t unpreced¬ 
ented, but you’d have to go all 
the way back to the early 1980s, 
the days of Soviet Union domin¬ 
ation in hockey, when Canada 
had a run of two or more years 
of finishing without a medal.

It’s turned into a tradition 
for hockey fans coast to coast, 
tuning in during the holiday 
season, skipping work—sorry, 
“calling in sick” — to watch. 

The world juniors have long 
since been a staple on TSN, and 
since that network lost its NHL 
broadcast deal, this tourna¬ 
ment is sure to gamer more 
focus from a television aspect, 
especially because, well, To¬ 
ronto. 

The last time Canada broke 
out of its gold-medal funk — 
back in 2005 — Sidney Crosby 
was on the team. The 2014-15 
team has teenage phenom 
Connor McDavid. A sign, 
perhaps?
